H. Koom, und 
lliogrovo was apcodily deserted for more 
comforiablo quarters.

Mr. Ferguson commenced his speech by 
saying the unfavorable slate of the irealhei 
was calculated somewhat lo dampen their ar 
dour j ond he would confess if bad its eflfetl 
upon bim. He sroulJ thereforo be as brief as 
possible, and make "ay for his good brother 
Alliiiglon — a gentleman much better abt<- to 
interest and pbo*e the audience than hinuelf.
